President Corey Threatened to Pay It 
Withdraw Great 25- 
Year Contract.

PITTSBURG, Feb. 27.—The United 


Unoffending | States Steel Corporation, through Presi- 


dent W. Ellis Corey, has demanded of the 
Pittsburg Coal Company, with whom it 
has a twenty-five-year contract for coal, 


the minimum for each year being set at 
8,000,000 tons, that there be no strike in 
the Pittsburg district. At the same time 
the Gould interests, so heavy in the West 
and Southwest, have ordered peace. AS 
a result there will be no strike of the bi- 
tuminous miners, who will receive a sat- 
isfactory advance. 

Mr. Corey has intimated that the twen- 
ty-five-year contract with the Pittsburg 
Coal Company will be endangered, and 
has announced openly that the corpora- 
tion will not hesitate to pay the miners’ 
advance’ out of its own pocket if the lo- 
cal people do not settle with the miners. 
As a result the bituminous leaders of 
Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois will meet in 
Pittsburg to-morrow with President 
Robbins to discuss what*per cent, advance 
shall be offered. They hope to get off 
with less than 12% per cent. 

President Robbing met Mr. Corey in 
conference on Monday, and the Steel 
Corporation's President said to him: 

“The United States Steel Corporation 
will not stand for any strike at present 
in the bituminous coal regions, at least 
in that portion from which we draw our 
We have a twenty-five-year con- 
tract with the Pittsburg Coal Company 
which must be taken care of or given up.

While the telegram from Mr. Robbins 
to President Roosevelt this afternoon 
would indicate that the meeting of min- 
ing leaders had been called for Pittsburg 
to-morrow only at the suggestion of the 
President, the fact remains that it was 
the orders of Corey and Gould that 
prompted the call. Mr. Robbins's dis- 
patch read: 

“The Hon. Theodore Roosevelt, Presi- 
dent of the United States, Washing- 
ton, Dy: 

“Dear Sir—I found your letter on my 
return from New York this morning. 
Have asked the operators’ committees of 
the inter-State agreement to meet me 
here to-morrow to consider the question 
of a conference with the miners. Will ad- 
vise you of result tomorrow. 

“Very respectfully, 
“FRANCIS L. ROBBINS.” 

It is assumed that Mitchell will now 
hold out for a strong advance in the 
anthracite region. 


President George F. Baer of the Jersey 
Central Company was in this city yester- 
day and spent some time, as he does 
every Tuesday, in the office of the com- 
pany, at 143 Liberty Street. It was stated 
there that Mr. Baer had received no com- 
munication from President Mitchell of 
the United Mine Workers nor from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, though the latter took 
the first step in settling the anthracite 
strike of 1902. It was added that any 
communication of the kind would probably 
be sent to Mr. Baer. 

President Willcox of the Delaware and 
Hudson Coal Company, whose letter to 
Mitchell stating his opinion as to con- 
tinuing the present agreement was the 
first open declaration by any of the 
anthracite operators, was asked why 
President Roosevelt had not written to 
the anthracite Presidents. He had no 
idea, he said, but it might be because the 
President did not think the anthracite 
situation was as serious as that of the 
soft coal. 

It was generally believed that the Na- 
tional Civic Federation had a hand in 
getting President Roosevelt to intervene. 

Mitchell and his committee of miners 
had another conference at the Ashland 
House early in the day. Asked if he did 
not think President Roosevelt's letter 


would hasten peace in both the hard and 
soft coal districts, he said: 

“It would be mere speculation for me 
to say anything now. t is now up to the 
joint convention which has been called for 
March 15 to decide. I am glad that the 
responsibility has been taken off my 
shoulders to that extent.” : 

It was stated by a member of the Na- 
tional Committee of the Mine Workers 
that steps had been taken toward settle- 
ment of the anthracite trouble. He would 
not say what form these steps had taken. 


HILL BALKS PHILADELPHIA. 


Ex-Chief Engineer Holds Valuable 
Patents on Filtration Plant. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 27.—James Gay 
Gordon, private counsel to Mayor Weaver, 
to-day made public the fact that John W.

Wants Bank Inquiry Report To-day or 
Committee’s Discharge.

ALBANY, Feb, 27.—Senator Stevens will 


move on the floor of the Senate to-mor- 
row to discharge the Senate Finance 
Committee from furiner consideration of 
the resoluticA for an investigation of the 


banking department unless it hands in its 
report in the morning. He told that to 
the committee this afternoon, after it 
had failed to reach an agreement on a 
report. 

In case no repor. is made and Senator 
Stevens’s motion to discharge the com- 
mittee is carried, the Assembly resolution 
will be before the Senate for considera- 
tion. 

Bach of the three members of the sub- 
committee of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee had a separate report to make to- 
day when the full committee met. All 
three favored an Inquiry, the difference 
of opinion being as to the character and 
scope of the proposed banking iInvestiga- 
tion. 

Senator Stevens 1s said to have been 
the only member who favored the adop- 
tion of the Assembly resolution without 
change, Senators Grady and Allids, the 
other two members, are understood to 
have desired the emendment of the reso- 
lution in differe: particulars. One of 
their suggestions is said to have been 
that the proposed investigation should be 
confined to an examination of the con- 
duct of the State Banking Department 
under the administration of Supt. Kilburn, 
Another suggestion is said to have been 
that instead of the investigation being 
made by the joint Committee on Banks, 
as the Assembly resolution provides, it 
should be made by a special committee. 


GREEN DOG IN FIFTH AVENUE. 


Fox Terrier, Cruelly Daubed, Caused 
Commotion and Lost His Life. 


Some one painted a fox terrier green 
yesterday and turned him loose in Fifth 
Avenue about 5 P. M., when the pave- 
ments were crowded. 

The dog, thickly coated with glistening 
color from its nose to the end of its 
stubby tail, suddenly turned the corner 
of Fifty-first Street and ran against a 
well-dressed man. 

The man swore as he ruefully gazed at 
his gray trousers; the dog ran on. It had 
not gone much further when it knocked 
over a child in white frock and gaiters, 
daubing them a lively green. At Fifty- 
seventh Street a bull-terrier tackled the 
now terrified beast, but, on getting a 
mouthful of paint, decided not to fight 
and withdrew, choking and sputtering. 

The fox terrier went at a zig-zag canter 
through Fifty-seve.ih Street, until he 
reached Third Avenue. There his troubles 
ended. He ran beneath the wheels of a 
heavy touring car and was killed. 


MAY BUY WALSH ROADS. 


Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania Interests 
Said *. be Joined.

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—A syndicate repre- 
senting the Vanderbilt, Pennsylvania, and 
Eastern Illinois interests will probably 
buy the Walsh railroads when they are 
sold to-morrow or Thursday. The new 
roads, it is stated, are necessary to the 
expansion of the terminal facilities of the 
Pennsylvania and Lake Shore Railroads, 
both of which are now badly overcrowded. 
Experts of both have been engaged in a 
careful survey of the properties. 

Under the proposed arrangement the 
passenger traffic of the Pennsylvania 
lines might be diverted entirely from the 
Union Station to the Grand Central Sta- 
tion at Harrison Street and Fifth Avenue. 
This station is now used by the rére 
Marquette, Baltimore and Ohio, Chicago 
and Great Western, Chicago and North- 
ern Pacific, and some Pennsylvania 
trains. 


DRINK EVIL AMONG WOMEN. 


it Worries Mr. Peters—Hears of 36 
Bottles Among 24 Women. 


The Rev. Madison C. Peters of the Bap- 
tist Church of the Epiphany, in his lect- 
ure last evening on *‘ Where the Money 
Goes,”’ at the Twenty-fourth Street Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, made an appeal 
to women for temperance. 

The alarming increase of the drink habit 
among women of America, especially in 
New York, he said, was a great peril to 
the home and to the Republic. 

*Iteis a common sight in this city,” 
said the clergyman, ‘‘ to see women, and 
often girls in their ‘teens, drink in pub- 
lic as frequently and as hard as the men, 
often with men old enough to be their 
fathers. 

“At a recent luncheon in this city 
twenty-four very young women drank 
thirty-six bottles of champagne, while 
fifteen of them smoked seven dozen of 
cigarettes. If the physicians dared to 
tell the secrets of their profession they 
could tell tales of the consequences of 
drink among women that would chill our 


blood.”

Mr. Balfour’s health has not been satis- 
factory for some time, and is complicated 
by weakness of the heart. Yesterday 
evening after a meeting in the City he 
suffered from overfriendly buffeting on 
the part of the great crowd of people who 
desired to shake hands with him. Ex- 
haustion led to a chill, and the doctor per- 
emptorily canceled all the ex-Premier’s 
engagements. 

Mr. Balfour was therefore unable to 
appear to-night at the Guildhall, where 
the votes were counted, but he was repre- 
sented by Miss Balfour, who in a speech 
thanked the electors on behalf of her 
brother. The result of the election was a 
foregone conclusion. There was no cele- 
bration.

WOULD ENJOIN CARNEGIE 
IN REAL ESTATE DEAL 


W. D. Sloane and Daughters-in- 
Law Allege Broken Agreement. 


LIGHT AND AIR INVOLVED 


They Say Ironmaster Is Selling to Gen. 
Bryce a Fifth Avenue Plot Which 
Was to Remain Vacant. 


Injunction proceedings were begun yes- 
terday which may prevent Andrew Car- 
negie from selling a fine plot on the north 
side of Ninety-first Street, directly oppo- 
site his residence, and may also prevent 
Gen. Lloyd S. Bryce from erecting a 


handsome dwelling on this plot, which he 
has contracted to purchase. 

Incidentally, the proceedings also in- 
volve, as plaintiffs, Wiiliam Douglas 
Sloane and his daughters-in-law, Mrs. 
James A. Burden, Jr., and Mrs. John 
Henry Hammond, whose residences are 
on the north side of Ninety-first Street, 
just east of the lots which Mr. Carnegie 
has.contracted to sell to Gen. Bryce. 

The history of the difficulty dates back 
to the time of the purchase by Mr. Car- 
negie of the site for his mansion. To pro- 
tect the block on Fifth Avenue, between 
Ninetieth and Ninety-first Streets, on 
which the house stands, he also bought 
the block to the north, between Ninety- 
first and Ninety-second Streets, with the 
idea of reselling it to friends and to others 
whom he might regard as congenial neigh- 
bors, and who would erect houses in keep- 
ing with the character of the neighbor- 
hood. 

Among the plots thus resold were two, 
each about 67 feet front, on the north 
side of Ninety-first Street, about 150 feet 
east of Fifth Avenue, which were bought 
by William Douglas Sloane for his daugh- 
ters-in-law. The Burden residence was 
built on the westerly side of the two plots 
and the Hammond residence on the east- 
erly one. 

According to the complaint in the in- 
junction proceedings, filed yesterday in 
the County Clerk's office, Mr. Sloane re- 
linquished his right to build over the 
westerly seventeen feet of the property 
which he had bought, in return for Mr. 
Carnegie’s agreement that all of the land 
between the Burden residence and Fifth 
Avenue, a distance of about 150 feet. 
should be sold as a single parcel to one 
buyer. The idea of this arrangement 
was, of course, that this single buyer, 
whoever he might be, would build a 
house facing on Fifth Avenue, thus insur- 
ing for the Burden house perpetual side 
light. 

Furthermore, in view of the likelihood 
that no building would ever be built 
close up to the Burden house, the wester- 
ly wall of the latter, for a distance of 
thirty-five feet back from the street, was 
finished in “limestonc,- almost as elab- 
orately as the front elevation and at an 
extra cost of many thousands of dollars. 

Now, according to the complaint, Mr. 
Carnegie has disregarded his agreement 
or understanding with Mr. Sloane, for 
he has signed contracts, through his 
broker, Herbert A. Sherman, to sell the 
plot, 47 by 100, adjoining the Burden 
residence, to Gen. Bryce. Gen. Bryce 
has not actually begun to build on the 
property, but the fact that he recently 
sold his present residence, at 12 Wash- 
ington Square North, is taken as pretty 
good evidence that he intends to do so. 

Accordingly, Mr. Sloane seeks to enjoin 
Mr. Carnegie from deeding the plot in 
question to Gen. Bryce. 

Gen. Bryce declined last evening to say 
anything as to the disagreement between 
Mr. Carnegie and Mr. Sloane. 


FRAUDULENT HOUSE MOTION. 


Dropped Into the “ Bills Introduced” 
Basket—Offender Undiscovered.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The House 
to-day had the unprecedented experience 
of having called to its attention the fact 
that a resolution had been fraudulently 
placed on its calendar. Representative 
Adams made the announcement, and on 
his motion it was ordered that the resolu- 
tion be stricken from the record and the 
original copy destroyed. 

The resolution called upon the State 
Department to present to the House the 
report on the condition of the consulates 
prepared by H. H. D. Peirce, formerly 
Third Assistant Secretary of State 
and now Minister to Norway. It bore the 
name of Representative Van Duzer of 
Nevada, and was dropped into the “ bills 
introduced’ basket of the House a month 
ago and took its regular place on the 
calendar. Representative Adams noted 
the fact that on the day it was submitted 
Mr. Van Duzer was absent and paired. 
The Nevada Representative has not since 
been in Washington. 

At Mr. Adams's suggestion John Sharp 
Williams, the minority leader, wrote to 
Mr. Van Duzer and got in reply a letter 
declaring that Van Duzer knew nothing 
of such a resolution. 

Every effort has failed to discover who 
perpetrated what members of the House 
consider a grave offense.

HEARST LEADS 500 MEN 
TO THE STATE CAPITOL 


Independence Leaguers Plead for 
Bills Before Committees. 


CONTEST OVER ELSBERG BILL 


City: Club and Bronx Organizations Op- 
pose the Measure—Hearst Sees 
the Governor. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb. 27.—Under the guidance 


of the Independence League and as guests 
of William R. Hearst, the largest delega- 
tion that has visited Albany in the inter- 
est of any special legislation came here 
to-day to plead for tl passage of meas- 
ures in which the league is interested. 
The delegation, 500 strong, arrived on @ 
special train. 

Mr. Hearst was with the party, and on 
the way up there was a change of pro- 
gramme which originally had provided 
that he should speak before some of the 
legislative committees. He made an ad- 
dress only before the Governor, when he 
and some of the leaders of the delegation 


were received in the Executive chambeh 

In the Assembly Chamber, where the 
hearing by the Ways and Means Joint 
Committee was held on the resolution to 
investigate the recent city election in’ 
New York, and also the traction merger 
as well as in the hearing before the Joint 
Judiciary Committee on Direct Nomina- 
tions, the Hearst people had things all 
their own way, no one appearing to op- 
pose the measures. 

In the Senate Chambes, however, before 
the Joint Cities Committee, where the 
most important hearing of the day was 
held on the Elsberg bill, the City Club, 
which favors the Page bill, had sent up 
Lawrence Veiller and Chase Mellen to 
speak against the Elsberg bill, at least so 
far as some of its provisions were con- 
cerned, and from the Borough of the 
Bronx came delegations from every or- 
ganization in the borough, who contended 
that to pass the Elsberg bill would mean 
putting the Bronx back ten years in its 
progress and retard the growth of the 
borough at the time when it needed noth- 
ing so much as subways. 


ELSBERG BILL OBJECTIONS, 


The principal objection of the opponents 
of the Elsberg bill was to the clause that 
it is claimed can be so construed as to 
make it mandatory upon the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment and the Rape» 
id Transit Commission to let contracts 
for the building, operation, and eguip- 
ment of new subways separately. This, 
is was contended, would make impos- 
sible the speedy building of new subways, 
Those favoring the bill contend that the 
clause is not mandatory, but that the pro- 
vision is simply that the bids for con- 
struction, operation, and equipment must 
be advertised separately. 

To make sure that the power shall be 
discretionary with the two boards having 
the matter in hand in New York Mr. 
Veiller presented am amendment to the 
Elsberg bill which provides that ‘‘ Noth- 
ing in the act shall be construed to Hmit 
the discretionary power of the Board of 
Estimate and the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion to let contracts jointly to one per- 
son if they think that such action is in 
the best interests of the City of New 
York.”’ 

In New York on Friday night, when the 
bill was up for discussion in Cooper 
Union, Mr. Elsberg said to a number of 
newspaper men that he would accept such 
an amendment to his bill. Since then, it 
appears, there has been a change in the 
programme, and it was declared to-day 
that William M. Ivins would not allow 
Scnator Elsberg to consider such an 
amendment. 

“The City Club’s position is firmly 
founded upon the bedrock principle of 
home rule,”’ said Mr. Veiller. ‘‘ The club 
has not changed its position from last 
year. Its aims have been grossly mis- 
represented by those who wish to abolish 
the present Board of Rapid Transit Rail- 
road Commissioners and bring about at 
once the untried experiment of municipal 
operation. They are using the bill as a 
cloak to hide their real purposes. Not 
content with misrepresentations of thig 
character, these same advocates have 
stooped to personalities and to baseless 
charges that the City Club is merely tail 
of the ‘merger’ kite.” 

Ex-Judge Ernest Hall, speaking for the 
North Side Board of Trade, denounced 
the mandatory provision of the Elsberg 
bill as a “ viclous piece of special legisla- 
tion ’’ that would be ruinous to the Bor- 
ough of the Bronx. He added that he 
and his organization were unalterably op- 
posed to municipal overation, to which all 
the arguments in favor of the measure 
tended. 

Other addresses along the same line 
were made by Z. C. Hottenroth, Presi- 
dent of the Taxpayers’ Alliance; Olin J. 
Stevens of the North Side Board of Trade, 
and James L. Wells of the Bronx League. 


MR. IVINS’S ARGUMENT. 


William M. Ivins opened the argument 
for the proponents of the measure. He 
declared in answer to a question that 
there was nothing mandatory in the act 
limiting the boards to giving contracts 
for equipment, construction, and opera- 
tion to different bidders. 

‘“*My personal position on the bill,” said 
Mr. Ivins to Senator Grady, “is that the 
provisions should be strongly mandatory, 
but that has nothing to do with the bill 
as it stands. It provides, however, that 
the bonds shall be advertised separately. 
We want to know what each part of the 
road costs. We want in the bidding all 
the elements of publicity. Then if all 
three or two of the bonds can be given 
with advantage to the same bidder, there 
is nothing in the bill that prevents such. 
action. 

“If the contracts for construction, op- 
eration, and equipment are to be let as 
one, in fact as provided for at present, 
it means that only the merger can get the 
contracts.”” 

Bird 8S, Coler, President of the Borough 
of Brooklyn, talked against the bill from 
the standpoint of the debt limit. He said 
that it had been found that the city had 
but $30,000,000, while a little further in- 
vestigation showed it had twice that sum 
to spend. 

‘You could advance the assessment in 
the greater city $2,000,000,000,"" he said, 
“and still be right, and that would give 
you $200,000,000 to spend.” 

“How do you propose to do that?” 
asked Senator dy. “It strikes me that 
the people of w York think they are 
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assessed pretty high already. You can't | 
add $2,000,000,000 to the roll with a wave 
of your hand. Maybe you are a public | 
benefactor. If you are, leave your address 
at the tax office, and they'll boost your 
assessment quickly enough, but you won't; 
have much company.” | 

Mr, Coler came back with the statement | 
that there were other ways to bring about | 
the same result, and said he believed that | 
if the matter was investigated again it} 
might be found that the city had $30,000,- | 
000 more to spend. 

Ex-State Senator Ford also made an | 
address against the proposed amendment | 
and in favor ofthe bill. 

Eariier in the day, the Joint Committee | 
on Ways and s heard argument in| 
favor of the resolution to have an investi- | 
gating committee appdinted to look into! 
the Jate New York election, to find out | 
the corporations which contributed funds | 
for election purposes, and also to investi- 
gate the merger. The feature of this was | 
the hissing of the name of District Attor- | 
ney Jerome. Nathan Vidaver, one of the | 
speakers, asked why the District Attorney 
had not proceeded against the insurance | 
companies, and the big crowd of Inde- | 

endence Leaguers hissed loud and long. | 
ir. Vidaver, arguing for the resolution, | 
said that it was as much the business | 
of the Legislature to preserve the sacred- | 
ness of the ballot as it was to see that 
the people’s money, invested in insurance 
companie®, was protected. 

Addresses favoring the investigation 
Were also made by Henry F. Cochran, the 
Rev. Dr. Charles C. Baylis, the Rev. Dr. | 
East, and the Rev. M. L. Gates, all of | 
Brooklyn. 

Before the Joint Judiciary Committee, | 
arguments were heard in favor of the 
Direct Nominations bill, the speakers 
being W. G. Brown and Phillip R. Dillon, 
respectively President and Secretary of 
the Direct Nominations Association 

While all this was going on Mr. Hearst| 
and a number of the members of the}

Third Avenue. The men were driving 
west on Fifty-eighth Street, and were 
half way between Sixth and Seventh Ave- 
nues when the front axle broke.

ommended that companies coming within 
the classification whose surplus at present 
is greater than the amount allowed should 
not accumulate further surplus nntil they 
came down to the 2 per cent. limit. 

The objection which the big companies 
are prepared to urge is that with the pos- 


sibilities of a shrinkage in securites like 
that which reduced the market value of 
the Mutual Life’s holdings $10,000,000 in 
1902-it would be quite possible for a com- 
pany with a surplus of from $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 to have this entirely wiped out 
and its solvency limit invaded. Concern- 
ing this argument by the companies one 
of their critics said yesterday: 


Applies to Other Companies. 


“They apply this, of course, to other 
companies than their own, inasmuch as 
they themselves have a contingent reserve 
held for deferred dividend policy holders 
amounting to seven or eight times the 
actual surplus, so-called, now existing. 
This vicarious solicitation is for any 


company which may in future have built 
itself up to the point where its insur- 
ance in force has a net value of upward 
of $500,000,000, but with a surplus equal 
;only to 2 per cent. of its total assets, 
and they feel similar concern also fer 
the companies that are in process of 
reaching this point, lest the surplus al- 
lowances suggested by the committee, 
which increase as companies of smaller 
and smaller size are considered prove in- 
sufficient for them also.”’ 

As to the limitation of expenses on new 
| business, opinion among officials of the 
| big companies is divided. Some of them 
believe that the smaller companies will 
have all the best of the big companies, 
| pan others declare that the smaller com-

panies will be driven out of existence by 
the necessity of making their new busi- 
ness pay for itself.

WITNESS FOR PATRICK 
IS GUILTY OF PERJURY 


Jordan Admits He Has Served 
Time in the Penitentiary. 


McNEARNY, HE’S FORGIVING 


Judge Wilson’s His Intimate Friend If 
He Did Say McNearny Ran 
an Evidence Miil. 


An indictment for perjury was returned 
by the Grand Jury yesterday 
against Joseph Jordan, one of the wit- 
nesses brought here from Texas to testify | 
on behalf of Albert T. 
hearing on a motion for new trial before 
Recorder Goff. The prisoner was imme-| 
diately arraigned before Judge McMahon | 
in General Sessions. He pleaded guilty | 
to the charge, and was remanded to the 
Tombs till next Wednesday for sentence. 

Before those proceedings, which occu- 
pied only a few minutes, Mr. Jerome in- 
formed Recorder Goff that Jordan had 
made a full confession. The man was | 
sent for and put on the stand. In reply 
to questions by the District Attorney he 
admitted that he was convicted of stealing | 
a horse in 1877, and that he served five | 
years in the Huntsville penitentiary, 
where, part of the time, he was working 
in the squad of convicts of which William 
G. Murray had charge. All these things | 
he had denied under oath. Murray | 
identified Jordan on Monday and gave| 
the District Attorney evidence for his| 
arrest. 

Asked by Mr. Olcott, counsel for Pat-| 
rick, why he had lied on the stand, Jor-| 


| 


dan replied that he was ashamed of his| 


record, and was trying to live it down. | 
He asserted that he had led an honest life | 
for twenty-five years, during which time 
he had never been arrested for anything 
worse than drunkenness. 

Mr. Olcott assured the court that neither 
he nor anybody else connected with the 
Patrick defense had been aware of Jor- 
dan’s record until it was exposed by the 
District Attorney. Mr. Jerome drew from | 
the prisoner an admission that at least | 
one man closely allied with the crowd to 
which almost all the Texan witnesses be- | 
longed was aware of his prison term, and; 
that Jordan once, at least, had been be-/ 
fore ex-Judge A. R. Railey on a petty} 


charge.

Judge Railey a Witness. | 
Railey, who took the affidavits of most} 
of the witnesses for the defense and then 
marshaled them on their way North, 
spent several hours on the stand yester- 
day afternoon. During that time he 
proved an entertaining witness. It was 
impossible to get a plain “yes "or “no” 
from him, and as a rule he talked several 
minutes each time a question started 
him. Two replies out of three began with 
a stereotyped: . 
‘* Now, I’ll answer that by saying,”’ and 
sO On. 

He was born in Texas “‘ one year before | 
the annexation in 1846.” In spite of his 
years his close-cropped side whiskers were 
black as coal. To all the witnesses 
brought north by him he gave the finest 
sort of reputation. Even of Jordan he had | 
no bad word to say, and he testified that 
it was with regret and surprise he had 
heard him admit that he had served a 
two-year term in the penitentiary. 

By much pressing he was persuaded to | 
admit that Miss Gaillard—generally re- 
ferred to by him as ‘‘ Miss Minnie ’’—was 
a little ‘‘ eccentric,”’ but he balked at the | 
application of the word “‘erratic’’ to her 
and declared with emphasis that ‘she | 
could certainly not be regarded as the} 
least bit crazy.” 

“And the only subject on which she is 
eccentric is—you know,” he added with a 
wink of the left eye, ‘‘ well, I myself could 
never get her true age from her.”

Asked about the woman known as “ Fat 
Annie,”” whose name has figured conspic- 
uously. in the hearing because her saloon | 
seems to be the headquarters of every- | 
body who knows Jones down there, Judge 
Railey grew eloquent, ending up by as- 
serting that ‘‘ Annie’s heart was as big as 
her body and her place as good as any in 
the City of Houston.” 

The same attitude was taken by the wit- 
ness when Mr. Jerome began to question 
him about one John R. Quinby, a member 
of the Houston Fire Department. Judge 
Railey declared at length that he would 
not blacken any man’s character unless 
the court absolutely compelled him to do 
so. The white-haired Recorder smiled 
slightly as he remarked that he could only 
respect the scruples of the witness. 

Mr. Jerome asked the Texan to read an 
affidavit signed by Quinby, in which the 
fireman asserted that he had been offered 
$200 by Judge Railey to swear to an affi- 
davit in favor of Patrick. The affidavit | 
went on to say that Quinby had replied 
that he never had met or spoken with 
Jones, and that Judge Railey had said 
that mattered nothing, as Jones had been 
heard to make all kinds of contradictory 
statements. 

The District Attorney gave it to be un- 
derstood that Quinby was in this city and 
would testify at the menoe: 

A minute later Judge Railey remarked | 
sharply that Quinby’s reputation was very 
bad and that he had come to the witness 
with a demand for $300 and an asser- 
tion that he could get $500 “ from the oth- 
er side.’””’ Judge Ralley said he refused 
to accept an affidavit from the fireman 
and told him he could not get a cent. 


Says Quinby’s a Liar. 

“Every word he said in that paper is 
untrue,” the witness declarea hotly. ‘I 
would not give 50 cents for all he could 
say in thirty days. I would not believe his |} 
Jword under oath in a court. Even Jordan | 
—why, I would not give Jordan's little toe | 
for that man Quinby's whole body.”’ 

JT understood you to say that he cam 
quite frequently to your Office,’’ Mr. Je- 
rome put in. :

A 
point of order raised by Gen, Grosvenor 
was sustained against a ‘“‘rider”’ on the 
Army Appropriation bill, designed to carry 
this idea. Gen. Grosvenor, however,

The point made by Gen. Grosvenor was 
that the ‘‘rider’’ changed existing law, 
and therefore was not germane to an ap- 
propriation bill. A short debate was per- 
mitted before the matter was ruled upon, 
and Champ Clark told his version of how 
the grade was revived five years ago. 

“It is a matter of common notoriety,” 
he said, ‘‘that Gen, Miles wanted his 
rank increased for years, but never could 
get it.

He declared politics had always cut a 
figure in this matter. After the Mexican 
war there was a great struggle to have 
the grade of Lieutenant General revived. 
Three men were aspirants for it, one of

disappointed. 

‘“‘If Benton had been made 
General,” said Clark, “* there r would 
have been any Kansas question, and 
there would never have been a civil war. 

Mr. Gardner of Michigan asked: ‘‘ Who 
was this man Corbin? The highest rank 
he ever attained in war was that of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel and he commanded a regi- 
ment. He never originated or executed 
a campaign; he never commanded an 
army in battle; practically speaking he 
knows nothing about war except as the 
commander of a regiment.” 

After Mr. Grosvenor’s point 
was sustained he tried to have 
put in terminating the grade on Jan. 1, 
1907, but point was raised 
against it.

PRESIDENT LAUDS T0G0 
AS A MODEL FOR US 


Reproduces in Army Order Ad- 
miral’s Address to His Navy. 


MUST BE EVER PREPARED 


Mr. Roosevelt Insists That the Fight- 
ing Services Be Kept at High- 
est Efficiency. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—President 
Roosevelt has addressed to the Secretary 
of War, who has promulgated the same 
in a general order, a letter reciting the 
achievements of the Japanese Admiral, 
Togo, during the late war between Japan 
and Russia, and repeating for the benefit 
of American soldiers and sailors the ad- 
dress issued by t Admiral upon the 
conclusion of the war. 

The point of the President's letter is the 
necessity of keeping the personnel of the 
army and navy at the highest pitch in 
time of peace in order to be prepared for 
war. The letter is as follows: 

‘““The White House, 
“Washington, D. C., Feb. 21, 1906. 
“The Secretary of War: 

“‘In the recent war in the East Admiral 
Togo took his place among the great sea 
fighters of all time. His message to the 
united squadron which he commanded on 
the occasion of its dispersal at the close 
of the war is so noteworthy that I deem 
it proper to have it inserted in a general 
order of the department. 

‘The qualities which make a formidable 
fighting man, on or on shore, and 
which therefore make a formidable army 
or navy, are the same for all nations. The 
individual men must have the 
edge; there must be in them courage, de- 
termination, individual initiative, 
bined with willingness to learn and subor- 
dination of self, together with physical 
address, in order that they may form the 
stuff out of which in the aggregate good

tion to this there must bé preparedness— 
there must be thorough training in ad- 
Vance. 


““Every American officer and enlisted 


man, whether serving In the army or the | 


navy, should keep ever before his eyes 
the fact that he will not be fit thoroughly 
to do his work in the event of war unless 


im peace he has thoroughly done the work | 


of preparing for war. If in peace the 
soldier and the sailor abandon themselves 
to ease and sloth, when war comes they 
will go down before rivals who have been 
lesg self-indulgent. 

“Nor is it only the men of the army and 
the navy 
ber these facts. In a great, self-governing 
Republic like ours the army 
can be only so good as the mass of the 
people wish them to be. 
our country owe it 
their children and their children’s chil- 
dren that there shall be no chance of hayv-

ing the National honor tarnished, the Na- | 


tional flag stained with aught that is dis- 
creditable. 

“The men of the army and navy, in 
any great crisis such as even the most 
peaceful nation may at times have to 
face, will be those upon whom the espe- 
cial responsibility will rest of keeping the 
nation’s honor bright and unsullied. They 
cannot do this if the nation does not ex- 
ercise forethought on their behalf. 

“We must have an adequate navy and 
an adequate army in point of size; they 
must be provided with the most effective 
mechanism in the form of weapons and } 
other material; above all, they must be 
given every chance in time of peace to | 
train themselves so that they may be 
adepts in handling the mechanism and be | 
fitted in body and in mind unflinchingly | 
to endure the tremendous strain and bear 
the tremendous responsibility of war.’’

| San Pablo del Campo was one of = 
| oldest churches in Barcelona, and, indeed, 
lin the whole of Spain. It was built in 
ithe year 914 by Count Wilfrid II., on a

the name del Campo. The building was

astery. It was restored by Guiberto/|

| Merignac. Sefior Galante scored a single 
victory, and this was criticised in many 
; quarters. The judges, Scott O’Connor, 
} John Allaire, and Prof. Vaughtier, award- 
| ed to him the bout, however. The master 
of ceremonies was Dr. Hammond. 
| The victory of the wonderful French 
| fencer was liber ally applauded. It was 
| freely predicted by those who regard him 
}as the greatest master of his art in the 
~| world. The Italian champion, though a 
| splendid fencer, was clearly no match for 
him. He lacked the Frenchman’s poisé, 
| his control, and his wonderful steadindss 
land endurance. It almost seemed that 
or | Merignac when aroused could touch his 
>t | opponent when he pleased. 
He scored most of his touches on his 
jlunge. His long reach and stride gave 
; this enormous power. It succeeded time 
}and again. Galante scored every touch 
jon a thrust following a sally, and he was 
|continually trying to force his opponent. 
M. Merignac was never driven from his 
position, but appeared able to hold his 
own at every point, his masterful left 
;arm, his sword arm, meeting every at- 
tack. 

Merignac has won maich after match in 
tourney after tourney, and is regarded by 
his admirers as invincible. He has been 


decorated by both the King of England | 


and the King of Italy for his skill. 

Last year he appeared in America and | 
fought at the Grand Central Palace, meet- 
ing seventeen of the best fencers in Amer- 
| lea, among them Brun-Buisson, Senac, 
: pére and fils, and Malvino. He won sev- 
enteen bouts. This year he has appeared 
in but three matches, two in Buenos 
Ayres with Prof. Pini and Grato, and one 
|in Havana against Pons. 

He is of course the exponent of the 
French school; as was his father. 

Galante, on the other hand, is of the 
Italian school, considered by most experts 
as less classic and less skillful. Galante 
however, is as highly ranked in his school 
as is Merignac in his. He has won nu- 
merous triumphs, capturing no less than 
forty gold medals in a recent 
Barcelona to London, those won at Barce- 
lona,. Padua, Vienna, Hamburg, and Co- 
penhagen being especially noteworthy. At 
Vienna alone he defeated fifty-one com- 
petitors to win first prize.

AN AUTHORITY ON THE SUN 


Many Universities Honored Him—He 
Abandoned Aerial Navigation Ex- 
periments in Disgust. 


AIKEN, §&. C., Feb. 27.—Prof. 8. P. Lang- 
ley, Secretary of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, died here at noon to-day in his hotel 
apartments. The cause of death was 
paralysis, of which he suffered a second 
stroke yesterday. 

Prof. Langley came here on Feb. 6 after 
suffering a paralytic stroke in Washing- 
ton. He was accompanied by Miss Her- 
rick of Cincinnati, his niece, and Dr. 
Riley of Washington, both of whom were 
at his bedside during the last moments. 
He seemed to be on the road to recovery 
until the second attack, from which he 
barely recovered consciousness. 

The body will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington, leaving here to-morrow afternoon.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The news of 
the death of Prof. Langley came as a 
shock to his many friends in official and 
scientific circles here. Up to a very recent 
time he had been in good health.

Performance of “Das Rheingold” at 


the Metropolitan Opera House. 


The second series of special perform- 
ances this season of ‘‘ Der Ring des Nib- 
elungen’’ was begun at the Metropolitan 
Opera House last evening with ‘“ Das 
Rheingold.”’ The audience was only of a 
moderate size. The prologue has always 
been the weakest spot in all that has 
been attempted with Wagner's Trilogy at 
the Opera House in recent years, and 
the previous attempt was an unfortunate 
one. There had evidently been labor and 
some thought expended since that in im- 
proving the first scene, which offers one 
of the most difficult problems confronting 
the stage manager in the “‘ Ring’ dramas, 
and the one in which he oftenest fails. 

The swimming Rhine maidens were car- 
ried through their evolutions in the depths 
of the river with somewhat more plausi- 
bility than has been given them for a 
good while. They at least did not swing 
with such an evident effect of being the 
weighted ends of pendulums and they 
were not made to swim backward. But 
in accomplishing this the intelligence 
that directs their movements was fain to 
surrender the idea of giving the nixies 
much vivacity and variety of action in 
their tantalizing sport with Alberich, and 
a large part of the time they simply re- 
mained immobile above him as they sang 
their mirthful songs to him.

One of them alone 
is worth $80,000. 

“We have already begun an effort to 
have the tariff taken from art, and art 
objects, as you may know, by the intrv- 
duction of a bill in Congress, and we have 
drafted the bill, not as a tariff measure, 
but as an educational one. We have 
asked Congress not to view art as they 
would hides, wool, or articles of that 
sort, but to view it along artistic and edu- 
cational lines. Art certainly does edu- 
cate—does refine the mind. 

“We have been told that this is not 
the opportune time for the introduction 
of such a bill. But I have never discov- 
ered what is the right time for such a | 
bill. My idea is that we should drive the | 
wedge as far as we can this year, and | 
drive it in so far that it cannot be pulled 
out, and shatter the obnoxious tariff law | 
next year.” |

| A committee composed of F. 8S. Smithers 
of F. 8. Smithers & Co., George A. Huhn 
of George A. Huhn & Sons, and Robert 
B. Dodson of Fahnestock & Co. announced 
| yesterday that at the request of the Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway Company they 
had made an examination of its financial 
condition, as a result of which they rec- 
ommend to the stockholders that they de- 
posit their stock under the plan for the 
consolidation of the Metropolitan Compa- 
nies with the Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company. The committee resembles in 
character that which recently examined 
‘the accounts of the Metropolitan Securi- 
ties Company, and later advised the stock- 
|holders of that company to deposit their 
|stock under the plan of merger. A mem- 
| ber of the Street Railway Committee, 
however, said yesterday that, while the 
committees were similar, he believed that 
the present committee had thrown more 
light on the situation than had been done 
in the previous case. 

The circular issued by the committee 
discusses seriatim the likelihood that 7 
per cent. dividends will continue to be 
paid on the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company's stock; the probable earnings 
of the company in case it were deprived of 
| the lease, and the advantages offered by 
; the proposed merger. Under the first 
item the committee sets forth the deficits 
reported at the close of each year since 
the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
| pany was leased on the present 7 per cent. 
guarantee, showing total deficits since 
| March, 1902, of $5,550,731. To this is added 
the estimated amount of the special fran- 
chise tax from the date of the lease to 
the close of last year, $2,350,000, a total 
of $7,900,731. The committee adds that 
“there can be no doubt that, if the sur- 
face lines continue to be operated inde- 
pendently, there will be a considerable 
annual deficit for several years to come.” 
Concerning the probable earnings of the 
company were it deprived of the benefits 
of the lease, the committee points out 
that last year the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company earned less than 2 
per cent. on its stock. The committee 
lsays that, while it is expected that the 
earnings will increase from year to year, 


the extent of this increase depends on 
many influences which cannot now be| 
measured. 

Discussing the advantages to be had by 
depositing the stock under the plan of! 
merger, the committee says that the earn- 
ings of the traction eo guy operated 
under one control will be considerably 
greater than the combined earnings of the 
systems operated separately, and that, 
moreover, the new company will profit 
from the increased business of the future, 
whether it be in the receipts of the sur- 
face lines or in those of the elevated and 
subway lines. 

“The officers of the Metropolitan and 
Interborough Companies express confi- 
dence,’”’ the committee says, ‘‘that the 
new company will not only pay 5 per cent, 
on the preferred stock from the begin- 
ning, but will in the near future be in 
position to pay dividends on the common 
stock. In case the dividend rate on the 
common stock should be only 4 per cent.
